Fire of unknown origin, which 
started about 1p. m.

Fund Permits Only 
Temporary Aid 
To Deserving 


Complaints of needy ex-soldiers 
against Clarence Hahn, who has 
charge of ex-soldier relief for the 
county were explained by Mr. Hahn 
today. - 

Under the law, he pointed out, 
he may extend temporary relief to 
worthy World war veterans who 
have an honorable discharge and 
have no near relative of means to 
help them out. The burden has 
taxed the available fund to the 
limit, Mr. Hahn said. 

Only those who can prove that 
they are deserving of aid are to be 
held under his supervision, Mr. 
Hahn said. 

Quite a number have applied 
who were found not to come under 
the classification of those eligible. 
One or two cases have come to 
light where aid was given where 
the ex-soldier was not even a 
World war veteran according to 
Mr. Hahn.

It also makes it pos- 
sible for the various organizations 
to check up on those who apply for 
help.

Muscatine’s sewage problem and 
the Mad Creek menace would be 
greatly simplified by the construc- 
tion of the Moscow canal, City En- 
gineer H. Fitzgerald said today. 
Under the plan the waters from the 
upper Mad Creek valley would be 
diverted into the canal at a point 
near the Richman crossing. 

This would eliminate the flood 
menace in the Mad Creek area 
within the city. 

Then it would be possible to lay 
a sewer from the river to Ninth 
street, Mr. Fitzgerald said, at a 
much lower cost than is possible 
with the present volume of water 
at flood stage. 

Sewer pipe of one third the size 
would carry the waters if the canal 
is completed, the. engineer esti- 
mates. The work of laying the 
sewer and the cost of construction 
would be far below the estimate 





for covering the creek with its 
present possible water volume.

Nearly 
everybody is affected with blind- 
ress in a certain degree, mani- 
festing itself in the inability to dis- 
tinguish colors properly.

The Midwest Free Press intends to remain neutrat in the 

Moscow candl project until all the cards are laid on the table. 
It is just possible there may be “an ace in the hole” in 
which event it is just as well for the public to reserve judg- 
ment pending future developments. 
The surface picture seems rosy. One can vision a long 
line of manufacturing plants along the river that would not 
be there except for the assurance of cheap power which, 
it is claimed, would be provided with the construction of 
the dam, With the power plant and the resultant manu- 
facturing firms a reality, it is undoubtedly true that Mus- 
catine stands to profit as this city would be the nearest 
trading point for the employes, It should not only result in 
increased trade but should also increase our residential pop- 
ulation, assuring a steady growth. This is the optimistic 
view of the proponents. 

But the same tpings were said regarding the construction 
of the dam at Keokuk whic§ was destined to become some- 
thing like a second Chicago, The dam was built but has 
anyone noticed any extensive additions to the city’s indus- 
tries? And are Keokuk citizens the beneficiaries of cheap 
vates? With all their water power the steam plant of Mus- 
catine’s municipal -system is able to sell electricity consid- 
erably cheaper than is paid by Keokuk consumers. Hence 
the size of the plant has little to do with consumers’ costs, 

The backers of the Moscow canal project claim they are 
not interested in the small consumers, particularly Musca- 
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tine consumers. They claim they have no intention of in- 
terfering with the operation of the local plant in any way. 
The Free Press, in behalf of the people, is interested solely 
fff steing that these claims are carried out. So long as they 
steer clear of the Muscatine plant, well and good. But if 
the fine hand of the electrical monopoly looms in the back- 
ground, then watch out. Until this is definitely determined 
~~ way or the other, we will give them the benefit of the 
oubt.

The little fellow is supposed to 
come out of his hole and if he sees his shadow he turns 
around and goes right back in again, knowing there will be 
six more weeks of winter. But if it happens to be cloudy, 
and he does not see his shadow, the weather will be mild

It is an old tradition and many people still believe that 
the little fellow’s antics are a true criterion of weather con- 
ditions.

; Secondary Roads 
Among the larger projects confronting many of the states 
this year, as in Iowa, is'the secondary road problem. * Most 


of the states have been so busily engaged in constructing - 


trunk highway systems that the farmer living on the side 
roads has been neglected. The states are now beginning to 
divert more and more of the federal aid funds to the im- 
provement of the less frequented roads. 

Last year the states started more federal aid road pro- 
jects than in any other year. These projects involved 125 
millions as compared to 74 millions in 1929. But 1931 will 
be the banner year. On January 1 the government reports 
that. over 9,000 miles of federal aid roads were under con- 
struction and funds available for new construction amounted 
to 144 millions in addition to a recent emergency appropria- 
tion of 80 millions, : 

New York, California, Pennsylvania and several of the 
New England states have already planned to use the greater 
part of their share of these funds in pulling the side-road

This secondary road constructioh- Gémbined with exten- 
sions of trunk highway systems means employment for 
150,000 men in the middle west, according to an announce- 
ment of the Mississippi Valley association of state highway 
officials. in session at Chicago last week. Because of the 
mild winter fully half ef this-number has had employment. 
and 75,000 more will be addéd when spring work fets under 
way. That this has served to reduce the unemployment 
situation and‘contributed not a little to the fact that the 
middle west has made a better showing than many other 
sections of the country was the belief of these highway 
experts. ‘9 . 

Big business interests would. have us soft-pedal the 
actual conditions. Repetition, they say, hurts business. But 
unless the cortlitions aré~known: and everybody helps in 
every way possible to. provide employment, we can expect 
little improvement, It is only by facing the facts and doing 
all we can to help the temporary victims.of this inexcusable 
depression that-real progress will be made.

IN RUM FIGHT 


Sixty-five Millions 
Paid Out in 
Fines

WASHINGTON—The one. thing 
in which the Wickersham com- 
mission was virtually unanimous 
in finding was that prohibition is 
not being adequately enforced, that 
it never has been adequately en- 
forced, and that there is grave 
doubt whether it éver can be ade- 
quately enforced. 

This finding, it was learned, was 
based upon visual evidence of non- 
enforcement in all sections of the 
country, upon the voluminous 
testimony -of hundreds o witnesses 
in all walks of life, and upon a 
careful study of the year-to-year 
record of federal activities since 
prohibition became a part of the 
constitution. 

700,000 Arrests 

The record shows that since 
1920, when the treasury gingerly 
began to try to enforce the law, 
nearly 700,000 citizens have been 


arrested for prohibition violations. P 


This figure has reference only to 
arrests by. federal agents. Arrests 
by state and local authorities are 
not included... There is no way of 
accurately arriving at the figures 
compiled by state, county and 
municipal officers, but experts be- 
fore the commission estimated that 
one in every fifty Americans has 
been arrested at some time during 
the past ten years for prohibition 
violation. 

The federal record itself is an 
imposing one with 700,000 arrests 
and nearly 500,000 convictions by 
the end of the present fiscal year. 
Even upon such a record of fed- 
eral activitiy, the commigsioners 


were unanimously of the opinion 


there has been no adequate en- 
forcement and probably there can- 
not be. 
Prosecutions Increase 
The record and the finding 
prompted one member of the com- 
mission to observe humorously that 


if there was adequate enforcement | be! 


“everybody would be in jail.” 

The yearly arrests by federal 
agents show steady increases. 

In. 1920, the first year of en- 
forcement, for example, there were 
only 10,548 arrests. The next year 
it jumped to 34,175, the next to 
42,223, and in 1932 to 66,936. The 
most arrests in a single year was 
in 1928, when 75,307 citizens were 
taken into custody by federal of- 
icers for violations. The present 
fiscal year, which ends June 30, 
may see a new record set. 

Convictions\rangé roughly about 
65 per cent of the arrests. Up to

Public Respect Lacking 

Until 1928, nq record was kept 
of the penitentiary sentences met- 
ed out, but since that year a total 
of 35,165 years imprisonment have 
been imposed upon violators. 

The commission regarded this 
yecord as an appalling one in re- 
lation to “public respect” for the 
law. And considering that all 
except a few states have their own 


courts and judges are steadily 
grinding away at their grists of 
cases, it becomes even more ap- 
ae wa in the opinion of the mem- 
p. 

The deparjfment of justice is 
about to launch upon a new and 
vigorous drive to obtain the maxi- 
mum amount of enforcement. The 
house has already endorsed an ap- 
propriation that will give the de- 
partment 500 additional enforce- 
ment agents. Thus, the record 
for arrests and convictions this 
year and next is expected to great- 
ly exceed that of any previous 
year.

Plan for World’s 
Fair in Chicago 





CHICAGO—(INS)—Many of the 

roblems incident to ‘controlling 
-fficiently and courteously the tre- 
mendous flow of traffic gnticipated 
at the Century of Progress Expo- 
sition in 1933 have already’ been 
solved or are nearing solution, it 
was revealed recently in the report 
of the world’s fair traffic commit- 
tee 


The jobs requiring the most 
time, the general terminal con- 
struction, have been laid out, it was 
revealed. Under present plans the 
exposition terminal construction 
work, including approaches, will 
total more than $1,000,000. 

Among the conveyances to be 
used for the transporting of fair 
visitors, according to the plans, 
will be speed boats, autogiro air- 
planes, steamers, buses, private 
cars, railroads, street cars, ele- 
vated trains, and aquaplanes.

OPIUM WORTH 
$50,000 SEIZED 


NEWARK, N. J., Feb. 2—(INS)— 
The crash of axe and crowbar 
against heavily barricaded doors 
today shattered the furtive stillness 
of Newark’s underground China- 
town and signaled one of the larg- 
est opium raids in history. 

Fifteen opium dens were raided 
simultaneously by a group of sixty 
federal narcotic agents, and 151 
Chinese were placed under arrest.

EGG YOLK COLOR 
DEPENDS ON FEED 


WASHINGTON—Preferences for 
eggs with light or dark yolks, or 
brown or white shells are not bas- 
ed on any differences -in food 
Value, it was stated by J. R, Quinn, 
Chief Scientific Aid ,Bureau of 
Animal Industry in the Department 
of Agrciulture. 

The color of an egg shell is de- 
termined by the breed of the chick- 
en, while that of the yolk depends 
on the diet of the hen and, in fresh 
eggs, reflects a possible difference 
only in the vitamin A_ content, 
which is likely to be higher in rich 
yellow yolks, it was stated. Mr. 
Quinn also furnished the following 
information: 

White-shelled eggs are produced 
by breeds originating around the 
Mediterranean, such as the Leg- 
horn, Minorca, and Blue Andalu- 
sion. The brown eggs are produc- 
ed by poultry originated and 
developed in America,.such as the 
Plymouth Réck, Rhode Island Red, 
Wyandotte, etc. 

Feed Determines Color 

The color of the yolk depends on 
the feed which the hens have had 
Highly colored foods such as green 
lettuce, cabbage, grass, and” yel- 
low corn produce rich, yellow yolks 

contain a great deal,of yel- 


pigment. Pale yolks are, pro- 
ried by rations of white corn, 
all of which contain little or no 
pigment. One is just as nutritious 
as the other, except that the light- 
colored yolk usually contains less 
vitamin A. 

Most consumers prefer a fairly 
deep-colored yolk, bvt there is a 
special demand in the New York 
City market for eggs with pale 
yolks. The buyers who control the 
New York market demand white 
shells to satisfy their discriminat- 
ing clientele, and also because 
they can be more easily candled. 
In candling it is easier to look 
through a white shell. Pale yolks 
are also an advantage in: this be- 
cause it is eater to detect spots 
of foreign matter against them. 

Preference in Boston 

The Boston preference for brown 
shelled eggs formerly presented a 
sharp contract to that of New York 
for white shelled eggs. Both were 
based upon habit and custom. Late- 
ly these consumer prejudices have 
been disappearing on account of 
general ucation of the public on 
the subject of egg-marketing meth- 
ods of the chain stofts. Thes2 stores 
have been advertising fresh eggs 
and have not been separating them 
into color groups. This requires 
less handling in marketing and 
results in reduced prices. Con- 
sumers are becoming used to buy- 
ing good eggs cheaply and are not 
so willing now to pay more for 
eggs which are no better but simply 
have shells that match. 

Egg yolks grow darker with age, 
so that color alone is not an index 
to the content of vitamir. A. Eggs 
can be tested for fréshness by 
candling and measuring the air 
cell which is small at first and 
grows larger with age.

FISH AND GAME 
ACT SUPPORTED 


Provides Commission 
Of Six Without 


Salaries 


DES MOINES, Ia., Feb. 2—(INS) 
—Rep. E. C. Helgason, (R) of Arm- 
strong, Emmet county, chairman of 
the house of representative com- 
mittee studying the proposed bill 
to organize the state fish and game 
department, has made public a 
number of letters he has received 
from various persons and clubs 
urging passage of the measure. 
The bill provides for a non-sal- 
aried commission of six members 
who would employ the warden, 
deputies, and office force required 
in carrying on the work. The mem- 
bers of the commission would 
serve six years beginning in July of 
this year. 

The membership of the com- 
mittee would be selected from each 
section of the state and would be 
allowed necessary expenses incur- 
red in attendance at meetings. 

Acquiring of additional lake 
shore property for use as public 
parks has been recommended in 
a report by the joint legislative 
committee investigating the pro- 
posed Spirit Lake State park proj- 
ect. The committee has pointed 
out that it does not believe that it 
is (within its power to recommend 
a legislative appropriation for pur- 
chase of this particular tract of 
land however, as such purchase 
should be made by the board of 
conservation. 

“Some largessized lake shore 
property is needed if we are to ac- 
commodate the thousands of visi- 
tors that are coming to our parks 
for an outing,” the committee de- 
clared. “In indoor recreation no 
area is hardly complete unless it 
is on some body of water or has a 
running stream through or close 
ot it.”

Fowls infested with round worms 
may be treated by feeding them dry 
mash containing one pound 2 per 
cent nicotine tobacco dust in each 
50 pounds. *The medicated mash 
should be fed for four weeks. 


Most varieties of tapeworms have 
intermediate hosts. That is, a por- 
tion of the tapeworm’s life is spent 
in the bedy of an insect or grub and 
the tapeworm gains entrance to the 
chicken’s body only when the 
chicken eats the intermediate host. 


In dealing with tapeworms, as 
with round worms, prevention is 
better than cure. Thorough daily 
cleaning and careful disposal of the 
droppings will prevent the insects 
from becoming infected so that 
they will be harmless for the chick- 
ens to eat. 


Tests Reveal Best

Strains of Swine 

AMES, Ia.—(Special)—The first 
step in an experiment to develop 
& more _ satisfactory system of 
selecting swine breeding stock has 
been completed by the animal hus- 
bandry experiment station at Iowa 
State College. 

A report of the first 2 1-2 years 
of the swine record of performance, 
comprising records of 44 litters 
furnished by Iowa breeders has 
been made public by C. C. Culbert- 
son and other members of the 
staff. 

The results show widely varyin 
ability of different bloodlines to 
produce large litters which gain 
rapidly, economically and have a 
high carcass cut-out value, 

The fastest gaining litter, Duroc 
Jerseys, furnished. by McKee 
Brothers, Creston weighed 53.6 
pounds at 65 days of age when 
they went on test and gained the 
weight of 225 pounds in 102 days, 
averaging 1.68 pounds a day. The 
average gain of all 44 litters was 
1.38 pounds a day. 

The litter requiring the least 
feed, Poland Chinas furnished by 
O. J. Hess, Worthington, used 
358.4 pounds feed per 100 pounds 
gain as compared to an_ average 
of 397 pounds for ‘the 44 litters in 
the 2 1-2 years’ tests.. This litter 
barely ranked among the high 15 
in rapidity of gain and carcass 
cut-out value but ranked third 
when the litters were rated on the 
difference between feed cost and 
the cut-out values. 

The litter ranking highest in 
cut-out: value yielded $12.46 worth 
of products per 100 pounds live- 
weight.- It was made up of Tam- 
worths furnished by Harold Ecker- 
mann, Davenport. 

The litters were also’ rated ac- 
cording to the difference, or mar- 
gin, between feed cost and carcass 
cut-out value. The largest mar- 
gin was $5.25 and the smallest 
$2.39. The litter ranking first in 
feed requirements ranked third in 
margin, and the litter ranking first 
in cut-out value ranked thirteenth 





in margin.
